When one desires to be taught the Mysteries of the Deep, it 
is necessary for him to go into' the Depth, that he may receive 
them. 

Many thousands of the people of the western world are 
awakening and becoming alert, that they may receive the 
Light; but it is necessary for them to eome into the Aum- 
Essence, and understandingly vibrate therein, that they may 
receive the Light from the one Source, which Source is Aum- 
Kali—and your western term is Father-Mother-God. 

There are only a few, one now and then, who have become 
, understandingly attuned to the finer vibrations of the Fourth 
Dimension. Of these, very much is required; and the Christ 
and the Brothers of Love and Compassion rejoice to see the 
day when some one or more ean be depended upon, if you 
please, to move out among the children of men, carrying the 
Torch which is lighted by the Light of this New Age, which 
Light is the Divine Light and must necessarily come from the 
Realm above, which is the Fourth Dimension. Hence, the 
importanee of the Oraeles of Truth being revealed to the 
children of men, especially at the ending of the old age or 
order of things and the beginning of the New Age, and the 
New Order. 

Throughout the eternities it has ever been that the child- 
rmn of men, without Vision, perish; the dark ages set in, and 
the children of men stumble, having nothing but the torch of 
the carnal intelligence to guide them through their different 
experiences. Atman, the Higher Self, eventually becomes so 
in earnest to find the way out from the unstable things, that 
he calls to the Higher Realms for Wisdom and guidance. He 
then is placed in the preparation course of the overcoming, 
that he may find the Light and guidance, that he may per- 


ceive that the Divine Revelation requires more than one birth, 
and usually many. 

So, the Souls upon the earth today, who have become Cos- 
mically [lumined, having come through the Christ Way. that 
they may receive the Divine Revelation, are few. Atman, 
being Divine, a manifestation of Aum in form, ‘perceiving his 
Divinity and the Omnipresenee of Divinity, is required by the 
Hierarehies to express it. 

The Student-Devotee is asked: For what are you waiting? 
What obstaele is there in your path to interfere with your 
divine expression of your own Divinity? Atman is an expres- 
sion of Divinity itself, one with it and of it; and this is Aum. 
It is the desire of the Master to impress the Student-Devotee 
with the fundamental Reality of the Real. Every God-eon- 
scious individual in Nirvanie Freedom has the one message 
to the children of men. Each. having come through that Ocean 
of the Christ, becomes a Christ ere he attains unto Godhood, 


These deep Truths are given through Revelation to the 
Atman who has mastered his outer temple and the laws gov- 
erning it, sufficiently to place it in the background; it, there- 
fore, no longer limiting him or placing a barrier of confusion 
between Atman and Aum, where Atman becomes at-one with 
the Hlumined Individual Forms who dwell in Aum. This 
is the Nirvana of Gantama, the Enlightened. 

It is only when the carnal mind operates occasionally in 
the mentality of the one who is partially renounced and par- 
tially illumined ; and, perhaps, not illumined at all, that diver- 
sity of teachings concerning the Divinity of the Infinite and 
of man, arise and controversies express in chaos, where men 
loose their way in the medley of contradicting teachings of 
Philosophy, Science, and Religion. 


So, when the Initiate comes into the Illumination of this 
Mystie Omnipresence, which is Aum, if he is attuned and a 
member in the Great Brotherhood, he may list to the teachings 
of thousands of individual teachers, Masters in the Fourth 
Dimension, and he will find no contradictions, no clash ; there- 
fore, no confusion or chaos. It requires a Master Atman who 
is functioning in the Third Dimension to receive the teachings 
from the One Source, over the individual vibration of each 
teacher, and not beeome dismayed or confused.

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REINCARNATION

The Message of the New Age is a presentation of the 
Esoterie side of the teachings of Jesus Christ from the basis 
of Absolute Truth. Tt is Light and Wisdom Divine, given to 
assist the men of earth, under the direction and guidance of 
those who live in, and work from the Kingdom of God, or the 
Fourth Dimension. Tt does not inelude the intellectual or 
philosophieal theories of man, originating from the earmal 
mind, or the intelleet. 

The teachings which have been given by the Great White 
Brotherhood, for presentation to Truth-seekers in this New 
Age, through the duly authorized Ministers of Chureh Truth 
Universal.Aum, and which are herein set forth, are purely 
Spiritual Teachings and Instructions from the God-conscious 
souree, and are not in any way mingled or mixed or to be 
confused with intellectual speeulations, theories, or concep- 
tions. — 

We preface a series of artieles on the subject of Reincarna- 
tion with the above statements in order to assure our readers 
that there is not being here presented man-made theories or 
philosophies, but faets, known to the God-conscious Ones who 
are working with, and under, Jesus Christ, and doing the 
Will of our Father, Aum-Jehovah. 

Much of the data here presented is gathered from the 
authorized publieations of the Great White Brotherhood, 
namely: The Flashlights of Truth, and The Lotus Path, writ- 
ten by Elizabeth Delvine King, through the Holy Ghost; and 
other manuseripts received and written by her, from the 
Divine Souree, through the Holy Ghost. They do not issue 
from the earnal mind of Mrs. King, nor that of the Editor of 
this magazine. 

Those who cannot accept the statements which follow, or 
the teachings given, are, for their own good, requested to with- 
hold final judgment on this great subject of Reincarnation 
until, through Prayer, the Baptism of the Holy Ghost, and 
Tllumination, they are able to view the subject from a higher 
altitude than that of the man standing in mists and confusions 
in the valley of mere human life and experience. 

Reincarnation, as a teaching, explains many of the mys- 
teries of human life; and it is not the special or exclusive pos- 
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session of any school, organization, order or cult. Since the 
time when man's vibrations lowered to a point where he was 
no longer eligible to life in the Garden of Eden, and he fune- 
tioned on the purely material or relative plane of existence, he 
has been revolving in what the East calls the **wheel of birth 
and death,’’ which means an alternate existence in an earthly 
body, then in the subjective state occurring after what is 
ealled physieal death, then returning to earth again and again, 
elothed with a physical form by means of which he may 
express on this plane, gathering experience after experience 
until all the lessons of relative existence or earth life have 
been solved and finished. 


Whether any man considers this correct or false does not 
in the least affect the Truth of the above statement as to this 
alternate existence of man or these two planes of expression. 


We will, in a few words, briefly here present the story of 
man’s so-called ‘‘fall,’’ his long sojourn in the valley of 
human expression, and his return, at last, as a prodigal son to 
his Father's House (the Kingdom, Perfect World, or the 
Fourth Dimension); to serve as a background for what may 
he said on the general subject. 


It should be made clear, at the outset, that reincarnation 
does not mean, and cannot be confused with such doctrines as 
**transmigration," the return of the spirit or soul to body or 
form in the animal or vegetable kingdoms, or to any state 
other than the human. Sueh doetrines have grown out of 
NOOreDCs, prejudiee, and a total misunderstanding of the sub- 
ject. Man has never been anything else but man. He has not 
evolved from the lower kingdoms, as will more clearly appear 
from the true story of **ereation,'' and what is commonly called 
**the fall” of man, which will now be briefly summarized. 

Aum is God—the One Spirit-Essence from which ereation 
eame forth. 

"The One Essence Divine is the Source and substance from 
which all forms came into expression. What is this One 
iei Divine? It is Aum—the Impersonal and Omnipresent 


'* ‘God was the One, He desired to become the many, and 
ereation eame forth,' this we read in saered ancient lore. 

** God's desire expressed in the Word, and Kali, the Divine 
Mother, eame forth, clothed in form, the form being pressed 
out, as it were, from the One Essenee Divine; thus we have 
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Aum, the impersonal and omnipresent God (the Father), and 
Kali the Divine Mother (the personal God). 

** God, the Father, and Kali, the Divine Mother (the Word), 
expressed, and Christ (the Son), became evident: and only 
One Essence.” (The Lotus Path, page 26) 

**The Infinite Universe is the expression of Aum and is per- 
feet in every detail and unchangeable, and the forms therein 
are composed of Spirit Substance." (The Flashlights of Truth, 
page 104) 

** As we follow in creation, or, God becoming manifest, we 
find the universes and systems of universes eoming into 
expressed form, and all forms. from the least to the greatest, 
expressing the One Essence.’’ (The Lotus Path, page 26) 

**Let us now travel back to the time before the dawn of the 
day when the Perfect Creation took individuality and form 
at the bidding of the Infinite and stepped forth from the 
Womb of the Infinite. Men here are in the presence of the 
First and only Cause—Aum, the Impersonal God. Creation 
came forth perfect and complete, from the little atom hidden 
deep in the bowels of the earth to planets, universes and sys- 
tems of universes—even unto man, the expressed Image of 
God and His ‘Crowning Glory’.”’ (The Flashlights of Truth, 
page 104) 

*'The One Mind, the God-Mind which is Immortal, became 
individualized in each man. There was no other mind. There- 
fore, this mind operated through each man. This Mind, in the 
individualized man, reflected the Father’s Mind. 

**We find, in the Scriptures, that God caused creation to 
become manifest. There was, in the Divine Mind of God, a 
desire and through that desire change took place. Man’s 
mind in Paradise reflected the One Mind so clearly that man, 
too, desired a change. This desire caused the forming of the 
mind in man which began its creation. 

“God being Infinite, His creation is limitless and bound- 
less. Man being the inidividualized manifestation of the Infin- 
ite, man’s creations are finite, limited. 

“Tere, at this early dawn, is where carnality eame into 
expression, and is the expression of the mind of man after that 
he has partaken of the fruit which is forbidden by Infinite 
Intelligence.” (Idem, page 87) 

**God's ereation is limitless and boundles, but man, being 
an individualized manifestation of the Infinite, his ereations 
are finite or limited and have not the endurance of Eternity 
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back of them. Therefore, we find a changing, fleeting and 
unsettled eondition in earnality. It will ever be thus, as there 
ean be no fixity in mist and shadows. 


**When the mind of man began to look away from God as 
the Source of all and the Reality of every good, he then began 
to eat of the forbidden fruit. 


‘The mind of man was clear and calm during his stay in 
Paradise, which clearness and ealmness in all probability 
extended into millions of years, until he began to look away 
from God. This caused him to seek outside of himself for 
sustenance and companionship. 


**Man had dwelt so close to Infinite Love as to be sustained 
by it; and felt its Presence so close that no other companion- 
ship was required. There was no care, nor anxious thought; 
just an abiding, consciously in Bliss. Then man began to lose 
his mental equilibrium by looking away from God and won- 
dering in his mind how it might be, if it were different; and 
here is where the first thought appeared which in the fullness 
of time outpietured earnality, becoming the carnal mind and 
its expressions’’ (Idem., page 86) 


‘When man ate of the fruit of the Tree of Knowledge, 
which is Good and Evil, his mind became confused because 
there was then eonseiousness of both Good and Evil; while, 
before, there was only Good reeognized by man; and, as the 
eombination aeeumulated in man's mind, he lost sight of the 
Omnipresenee of Aum and, looking outward, lost his way and 
has passed down these centuries seeking to know God; and, 
as long as man believes God to be a distance from him, he has 
not eontentment, but is ever following the will-o'the-wisp of 
earnality.’’ (Idem., page 81) 

**When the man and woman (the positive and negative of 
man) were east from the Garden of Eden, they saw that the 
Tree of Life also was there; but Divine Widom eaused a 
Flaming Sword, which pointed in every direction, to be 
placed before the Tree, and Divine Widom explained, lest 
they eat of that Tree and 'live forever". 

*''That they were not permitted to eat of the Tree of Life 
after they had passed into the carnal concept reveals the 
Great Truth that Infinite Intelligence knew man would, in the 
eourse of time, return to this tree; but it also shows that man 
will be in a different state of mind from that which he was in 
when he discovered the Tree of Life.” (Idem., page 96) 
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“The Flaming Sword is the Truth which is so erystal clear 
that the earnal man sees it only as the Flaming Sword." 
(Idem., page 97) 

** As man eats of the Fruit of the ‘Tree of Knowledge of 
Good and Evil,' it is pleasing to the taste and entieing to the 
eye, leading him on in the darkness, being the reigning sover- 
eign over his ereation, man lives and rules as he desires, and 
from that desire to rule we find that it out-pietures in evil 
chiefs of tribes in the aneient times and eruel kings in more 
recent days. The same conditions in the minds of chiefs and 
kings which cause them to be evil and eruel exist in all individ- 
uals, and they, as well as the rulers, by the unerring law of 
Cause and Effeet, are eompelled to pay 'even unto the very 
last farthing'.'"" (Idem., page 88) 

“In the first chapter of Genesis we read, ‘Male and female 
ereated He' the men of earth—ereated them in the Spiritual 
Creation, eaeh an expression of God, as man is positive and 
negative. How do we know this to be true, some may ask. 
Because man, ‘the image and likeness of God,’ must be like 
God in essence and in expression.” (Idem., page 150)

ASCENSION DAY 


Ascension Day, on whieh we commemorate the Ascension 
of Jesus, the Christ, was observed by Chuch Truth Universal 
—Aum at the Aum Center, on Sunday, April 16, commonly 
known as Easter Sunday. i 

The Ministers of the Church assembled for Sunrise services 
at 5:20, and our own speeial Sunrise Service, consisted of 
prayers, and the singing of our Ascension Day Anthem, and 
other holy New Age music. ; 

This opening service of the day was followed by a brief 
intermission, and at 6:30 a special Communion Service was 


All other services were as usual except that they were 
devoted to the subject of the Ascension, by which Jesus proved 
the great Truth that there is open to all men the Supreme 
Gift of Aum-Jehovah—Conscious Living Individual Immortal- 
ity in the physieal body, which, through the process of the 
Ascension, becomes the pure Spirit, or Glorified Body, and 
frequently called the **Tlluminated Cross.’’ 
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THE ASCENSION 


On April 16, 1933, the churches observed Easter Sunday. 
This Church of the New Age has set apart ‘‘ Easter Sunday" 
to commemorate the Ascension of Jesus on Mount Olives, and 
it is, therefore, appropriately designated as Aseension Day. 


Unless we revert in Reverenee to and Appreciation of the 
the deep Spiritual or Esoteric meaning of the event commemo- 
rated on this day, we fail to bring into bold relief the trans- 
eendent achievement of the ages by which the great Master and 
Adept, Jesus Christ, proved to humanity the fact of a present 
Living Immortality in which all that is material in man 
becomes merged or taken up into pure Spirit, which is Aum 
expressed, There is no other meaning to the voluntary sub- 
mission of Jesus to the Crucifixion, the Resurrection, and sub- 
sequent Ascension. The Ascension was the glorious event to 
which all his Spiritual victories lead, and it has become to the 
Mystie the goal of the Spiritual or Christ Path, as travelled 
and exemplified by the great Master, Jesus Christ. 


When each seeker after Truth becomes sufficiently de- 
hypnotized from the earnal dream, and disentangled from the 
hold of limited carnal concepts, the Supreme Truth of the 
actual possibility for all men of a Living Immortality in the 
physieal body will dawn as a great Light in his Path, lighting 
every step of the road to the summit of the mountain of Truth. 


It has become the privelege of Jehovah’s Messengers of 
Light (the Masters in the Great White Brotherhood, laboring 
under the direction of Jesus Christ) and their Illumined Ini- 
tiates, to present this Truth of Conscious Individual Immor- 
tality in the physieal body to those who ean awaken to this 
Mystie Coneept of the possibilities of the Divine Man, when 
freed from the illusions of relativity.

- On April 17th, the Headquarters of Church Truth Univer- 
sal—Aum were moved from 927 West 36th Place, Los Angeles, 
California, to 3612 Foothill Boulevard, Highway Highlands, 
La Crescenta Valley, California, (on the State Highway, seven- 
teen miles north of Los Angeles, between Glendale and Tujun- 
ga), where the Church Services will be held hereafter, the 
magazine published, and all work of the Chureh conducted. 
This is now the permanent address of Church Truth Universal 
—Aum. 

From the time Elizabeth Delvine King aequired the Los 
Angeles property at 927 West 36th Place, in 1913, up to the 
time of her passing, she received her instructions and carried 
on the work of giving the message of the New Age from that 
Home of the White Brotherhood, as her Headquarters. After 
her passing, August 5, 1932, the Church Services were con- 
tinued there, although many services and much of the work 
was done at what is now the permanent address, the Aum 
Center in La Crescenta Valley.

vei A ing brings a depth of Love and Appre- 
ci EV pos um tir Mather God whieh is entirely unknown 
to the unawakened carnal man. As this continues, man par- 
takes more and more of the Divine nature of the Holy Ghost 
in aetion, and from his heart and his awakened mind there is 
a eontinuous flow of Praise, Gratitude, and Thanksgiving to 
the Source of all Life, Light, Peace, and Truth. This expres- 
sion of Love, Praise, and Appreciation to the Father Aum- 
Jehovah, and the other expressions of Divinity, may be ex- 
ressed in the one word, DEVOTION. 

He who becomes illumined as to the Truth concerning his 
own Being, God and the Universe, and has entered in Sin- 
cerity and Earnestness upon the final Path leading to Free- 
dom and conscious Individual Immoratlity, may be called a 
^ Student-Devotee".. Before entering upon the final or Christ 
Path he may have travelled for many lives the separate paths 
of Wisdom or Devotion. These are called by the Ancients the 
Wisdom Path and the Devotional or Bhakti Path. 

‘After the traveler on the Bhakti Path has failed to find 
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that whieh fully satisfies, and has entered upon the pursuit of 
Wisdom, and then has found that pure Wisdom without Love 
eannot permanently satisfy the vearnings of the soul for 
Light, Divine Satisfaction, and Peace, he then onee more 
becomes humble, and following in the footsteps of the Great 
Masters in Love, Wisdom, and Compassion, enters upon the 
final Path, whieh is the Christ or Love Path, and with the 
balance in his hand (that is, expressing equally in the Love 
side and in the Wisdom side of his Being) moves forward into 
Love Divine, ever appreciating the necessity of applying to 
his daily life the Wisdom gleaned in the long, arduons and 
trying journey on the Wisdom Path, the memory of whieh is 
retained to guide as the Christ Path is being traveled to the 
final destination of Enlightenment, and Redemption in all the 
departments of Being (body, mind, soul, and spirit). 

The trend upward, as exemplified by Jesus Christ, is to 
finally become fully Christed. The Christ is the Love of God 
made manifest. The Kinedom taught by Jesus is in the Realm 
of the Christ, and those who walk and live in the Kingdom are 
individualized expressions of pure Love. The Christ in action 
is so sublime that the mind and intellect cannot understand it. 
or approach its sacred precincts. It, therefore, becomes clear 
to the reason that one must travel an obscure and hidden path 
unknown to the ordinary traveller in order to find the hidden 
gate to this Kingdom of the Soul. This unfamiliar path has 
been called by the Masters, the Secret Heart Way. Little ever 
has been, and, in the very nature of things, ean be, taught 
concerning it in books. From age to age, instructions concern- 
ing the Seeret Heart Way, which truly is the Devotional Path 
to Truth, have been given by the Masters of Love and Wisdom, 
from ''mouth to ear," and are given in the same manner 
today. 

Wise provision has been made by the Masters in the 
White Brotherhood that illumined teachers shall be available 
to bring men to a true Knowledge of the Christ, and how to 
become Christed, as Jesus was Christed, whenever they reaeh 
forth for such instruction. The journey is all to bring each 
individual to express Divine Love in Kindness, Tenderness, 
Forgiveness, Gentleness, and Compassion. This means the 
bringing into expression of True Christianity in our Individ- 
ual lives. 

Man is essentially, in his Divine nature, a Love Being; but 
selfishness and misdirected desire has brought into expression 
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those qualities of the earnal mind such as greed, bigotry, van- 
ity, amibition, envy, intolerance, and hatred, which obscure 
all the Divine Qualities of the Inner Self, or Atman. 

Much teaching is required, especially in this western world 
where idols of gold, and the satisfaction of the grosser ambi- 
tions have engaged the interest and attention of all classes, 
before man ean turn, with any degree of interest, to a Spirit- 
ual Teacher whose purpose is to bring out the Love qualities 
of man's Being. Resist as the carnal man may, he must 
sooner or later, if he is to remain here on the earth plane to 
enjoy the blessing of Righteousness, Love and Peace, become a 
Student-Devotee, appreciating Aum-Jehovah, our Father, and 
praying to Him for all his needs. 

Divine Love quickened the whole planet when Krishna, 
the Hindu Incarnation manifested about five thousand years 
ago. All Beings responded to his Love, and even the flowers 
lifted their faees and responded as he passed by. Great as was 
the Love from the Divine Source then manifest, a still greater 
Age of Love and of the Christ is now at hand, for we have 
already entered upon the Golden Age of Love and Peace as 
Jesus Christ is consciously, and actively establishing the King- 
dom of God, first in the inner planes, and gradually in the 
outer.

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THE AL'TAR OF THE UNIVERSAL 
CHURCH OF THE NEW AGE 


Devotion is the key-note of these services of Chureh Truth 
Universal-Aum, which is essentially a Chureh of the New 
Age, with distinet and new symbols and forms of worship. 
The Altar of the New Age, and its symbols, are used in Chureh 
Truth Universal-Aum under the Divine Guidance of the Mas- 
ters in the Great White Brotherhood. The symbols represent 
the Diety in those forms of expression which govern and are 
directly related to our universal or planetary system. It 
requires a deep degree of Spiritual Tllumination for those 
traveling purely the Wisdom Path to understandingly appre- 
ciate a Devotional Altar and its symbols without detracting 
from the vitality of the work upon that path. 


There are those who have become Divine Mysties suf- 
ficiently deep to stand high upon the mountain of Truth, and 
by reason thereof, expressing both Wisdom and Devotion in 
balance, and these are they who appreciate a sacred Altar on 
which the Shekinah (or Glory Presence) of the Father, Aum- 
Jehovah, rests, transmitting his Light to the Devotees who 
worship before it. 


We explain here the symbols and their meanings, used on 
the Altar of Chureh Truth Universal-Aum, which stands in 
front of our Aum Banner, which is here also explained. 

On the left front corner of the Altar stands one candle as 
the symbol of the Great Omnipresent Absolute Spirit, which 
is A U M. One candle thus sybolizes the Great Cosmie Flame 
which is the source of all Light, Love, and Life. Its ancient, 
mystic, and sacred name is AUM. 


On the right front corner is the red, single candle, which 
is a symbol of Aum-Jehovah, the Ruler of our planetary sys- 
tem (our Sun and its planets, including the earth). Aum- 
Jehovah is the highest individual Manifestation of Aum, the 
Supreme Spirit, of which man ean conceive, and is ‘‘The 
Father’’ to whom Jesus prayed, who answers prayers, and 
whose ever-loving Presence Jesus sought to bring to the eon- 
scious recognition of the people. 


The three candles in the middle of the Altar at the front, 
are symbols of our Trinity of Father (Aum-Jehovah), Son 
(Jesus Christ), and the Holy Ghost (the Supreme Spirit, 
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Aum, in form and aetion). These are a refleetion of the great 
nniversal or Cosmie Trinity consisting of the Father (Aum, 
the Supreme Spirit), Mother (Aum Kali, the Word, or the 
Divine Mother or Love side of Anm), and Son (the Imper- 
sona] Christ). 


The seven eandles in the middle of the Altar (rear) are 
symbols of the Seven Elohim or Creative Spirits who funetion 
around the Throne of Jehovah, two of whom are referred to 
in the Bible as Gabriel and Michael. It is another one of these 
Elohim who has been partieularly aetive in this ehosen Center 
of the Great White Brotherhood in the West, and has had 
much to do with the bringing into onter expression, by means 
of Revelation, of this Divine Message of the New Age. 


In the center of the Altar, directly in front of the three 
and seven candles, stands the Cross, whieh is a very ancient 
and mystie symbol with many mystical meanings. To the 
Mystic, the Cross means that the carnal self must be crucified 
before the Divine or Christ-like nature of the Divine Self exist- 
ing in eaeh one may manifest and the Christ take the reigns, 
after this erueifixion of the outer man and his carnal beliefs. 
Of this, the erucifixion of Jesus on the cross is the great sym- 
hol. To the Mystie, all paths of earnal life and experience must 
be crossed by the “Straight and Narrow Way," or Christ 
Path of Wisdom and Love, in balance, leading directly up to 
the summit of the mountain of Truth, which is Enlightenment, 
Freedom, and Conscious Immortality. 

The Incense burning on the Altar is a symbol of prayer, 
and as the Incense arises, so our sincere, unselfish, and worthy 
Prayers aseend to the Throne of Aum-Jehovah, who, in Love, 

ponds and answers in his Supreme Wisdom. 


Flowers are always paleed upon the Altar, and are symbols 
of the Smiles of God to eheer and encourage man along the 
rough pathway of his earthly journey over the desert of 
human experienees, disappointments, and tribulations. They 
are ever a reminder to man of the Sweetness and Loving Care 
of the Father, and man's eall to cheerfulness as he moves 
along the pathway to Truth Absolute. 


On the wall, directly back of the Altar hangs the Aum 
Banner, on which appears in gold letters the Mystic Name of 
God, A U M. These letters are on a dark blue background of 
velvet eymbolizing the Supreme Spirit.

WILLING to Know THE TRUTH
